(’ASTRO, FORMER DICTATOR 
OF VENEZUELA. DIES IN EXILE 


San Juan, P. R. December 5.—Cip- 
riar.o Castro, former Venezuelan dic­ 
tator, in exile here, died at midnight 
from hemorrhage of the stomach. 
Gen. Castro, who w*as 66 years old. 
had resided here since 1916. 
He had 
been in ill health for years, but fre­ 
quently wa« seen on the streets 
of 
San Juan, where he lived qui^Jy with 
his wife and several near relative . 
Gen. Castro, who was frequently 
alluded to as the 
“stormy petrel of 
South America”, was President 
of 
Venezuela from 1899 to 1908, when 
he started for Germany f r an op­ 
eration which the Venezuelan phy­ 
sicians wire unwilling to ptrofrm. 
When on* ship off shore, Juan Vi­ 
cente Gomez, whom Castro had left 
at the head of the Government, sent 
word to his former chief not to 
re­ 
turn nd ordtred the Castro family to 
leave Venezuela within 24 hours. 
The family settle here, this causing 
Castro to make Porto Rico his home 
years later.
